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lo During September and October of this year, Seikun KATSUI paid several visits 
to Major HUMPHREYS. During the course of those visits MATSUI revealed that heVhad 
been approached by a Kahiko EOUCHI and that EuOCHI ^de ^ vary interesting jiroposi- 
tions to MATSUI, both of widch involved the? name thesis. Embassy and the promise 
of U.S. financial aid to MATSUI '• pet projects. First,' f'ATSUI outlined to HUMPHREYS 
I EGUCHI *3 offer, ostensibly from a TT.S. intelligence agency through EGUCHI to MATSUI, 
for /the sale of surplus American Army commodities at low prices to MATSUI. ' MATSUI 
with' the help of business friends would form a corporation to buy these commodities 
and they in turn would sell them on the Japanese market then this profit could be 
applied to the use of the Liberal Democratic Party in its campaign against the 
Socialists* EGUCHI's second offer concerned buried nonferrous metals at the Ikego 
Ammunition Depot. These nonferrous metals would be dug up by a company which MATSUI 
would head and then be sold on the Japanese market at a profit. The return from 
these metals then would be applied to building an old peoples heue somewhere in Japan, 
a project which KATSUI had bden interested in for some time. EOUCHI has been working' 
with MATSU I since last May or June on these deals. v j£ y 

2. In EOUCHI r s dealings with MATSUIJhe liberally used the names of finbaesy 
personnel and persons .connected with the armed services. Since raising money for the 
LDP was one of MATSUI 'a pet projects it appears that he Immediately fell for EGUCHI'a 
scheme without properly investigating the man's background. MATSUI did not begin to 
suspect EOUCHI 1 s real intentions until sometime in raid- September when he tried tp 
enlist T the support of Shunidchi NOMURA, prominent Tokyo businessman . NOMURA told 
MATSUI he would be interested if he could show him proof that a U.S. agency was 
indeed prepared to make this of far. MATSUI then contacted through his 

acquaintance Hr*. Kanichiro KAMEI. Hy Investigation this story determined that 
both projedts were spurious. (EGUCHI subsequently turned out torbe the very same 
man who swindled Prince HIGASHIKUNlfwith" a supposedly U.S. backed Fcutheast Asia 
development schefya* MATSUI raetEGUCHI i*ile EGUCKIvVas employed by^the HIGASRfjCUNI 
household and because of this connection bdlieved him to be a' man of Integrity and 
honesty. ) ; *

At that time the entire 
story of EGUCHI's activities was bared. -HJJBUI is now considering turning SCKICHI 
over to the police. Arrti talked to IiATSUl'Sn 35 October and there remain 

some doubt in MATSUI 's mind that EOUCHI may indeed be a Representative of a U.S. 
g^w^ent dj^enoy, but the U.S. had abandoned the project because it appeared to r be
